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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to a telephone inquiry from Curtis Hamre, on August 9, 2005, 
indicating that the rejection in paragraph 2 of the prior Office Action erroneously cited 
applicant's own PGPub document. The correct citation is contained in the rejection 
below. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Deguchi (PGPub 2002/0038171) 

Deguchi shows a steer by wire system with a steering operator 3 electrically 
connected to road wheels 1 and drive means 5, 6, for steering the road wheels. 
Detecting means detect steering wheel position 4 of operator 3 and the steering position 
of steerable wheels (at 31 , 32). Navigation device 51 includes a GPS receiver, 
memory, map, and gyro. The actual direction of travel is calculated by the navigation 
system. Signals from the detecting are input to a second angle of travel direction 
calculation means 105 to determine the target direction of travel. Control device 12 
controls the drive means so that the actual steering direction corresponds to the target 
direction of travel, whether the navigation system is operational or not. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
